Planning Christmas Present 


For Veterans of Civil War 


(Associated Press.) 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—A pension pay envelope increase from 


$50 to $72 a month for Civil and Mexican war veterans possibly as a 
Christmas gift from Uncle Sam, is planned by republican leaders in 
congress. 


A bill providing pension increase already has passed the senate, and 


Senator Bursum, republican, New Mexico, its author, says he has been 
promised by house republican leaders that it will be passed by the 
house soon after it convenes. 
He expects the bill to become a law 


before the holidays. 


All Civil and Mexican war veterans having served ninety days or 


any who have developed disabilities would receive the increase from $50 
to $72 a month under the bill, and their widows pensions would be in- 
creased from $30 to $50 a month. 
Other beneficiaries under the bill 


include Civil war army nurses, who would receive $50 a month, while 
pensioners of the Indian wars would receive $30 and their widows $20 
a month. 


The Bursum bill is designed to meet the needs of veterans of ad- 


vanced years, but because of their rapidly increasing death rate, the 
bill. Senator Bursum states, would not mean actual draft upon the 
treasury over the present pension rolls.

make it damp, but not wet. 


Root, crops may also be stored in 


the field when; they are grown, in 
soil-covered heaps.

location should be selected and about 
three inches of clean straw spread on 
I he ground. Tlie roots are then piled 
on the straw in a. cone.

then covered with two or three inches 
of straw with the center drawn to- 
gether at a height of ubout one foot 
and tied to form a ventilating chim- 
ney.

he reported to the state senate that there were none, 
he has not taken the people into his confidence by sriy- 
ins what they are. t He has given no indication of whnt 
Icti'vities he proposes to dispense with, nor what offices 
he plans to abolish. 


Until he doesXhii, the voters will be justified in be- 


lieving that the nominee for governor is attempting to 
straddle the tsaue, that he has no real purpose of chans- 
itijr the operation and scope of the code law, »ud that 
the present code secretaries need not worrj about their 
Jobs in case he isv elected.

Mr. Lord has an orchard in tho great apple rais- 


ing section of extreme 
southeastern 
Nebraska. Hu 


orchard this year yielded over 6,000 bushels. Next year, 
under proper conditions he will gather a mueh lur«er 
crop because another forty-acre tract will come into 
bearing. When Mr. Lord found that he \vas going to 
gather a big apple crop he did not contract with an 
•astern commission house to pick the crop and ship the 
trult east. He thought that Nebraskans might be inter- 
ested and he decided to risk the experiment of finding 
cut. He backed hl» opinion with his money and ran 
•ome advertisement* telling of his apples. He offered 
them for sale at the very lowest price commensurate 
with the cost of production and the freight charges. Tn 
lees than two weeks he sold e\ery bushel he had for 
salt—not to the eastern market but to Nebraskans, who 
were (lad of the opportunity to buy Nebraska apples. 
Orders came from as far west as^jli'dney and as far 
northwest as Miles City. Mont. 
" "Not one Nebraakan in one hundred knows that Rich- 
ardson, Nemaha, otoe and Cass counties raise moro 
apples than the combined yield In Colorado, Oregon and 
Washington," Mr. Lord tells us. "Ask the experts about 
the quality of Nebraska apples compared with those 
that come from irrigated(sections. The Nebraska soil is 
peculiarly adapted to apples. In flavor, color and, si%e 
they will bear comparison with any apple found on the 
market." Nebraska rainet better apples than come from 
the irrigated lands of Colorado and from the orchards 
of Oregon and Washington hut Nebraskans~>ay ftorbit- 
«nt prices every year."
